Consort of Nizam of Hyderabad 
Will Take Electric Plant, 
$50,000 Robe to Mecca

BOMBAY, March 1.—Scores of 
camels, dozens of elephants and a 
number of motor lorries will soon 
start across the deserts of Arabia, 
loaded with food and clothing and 
an electricity plant, to take’ the 
consort of the multi-millionaire Ni- 
zam of Hyderabad to Mecca on a 
pilgrimage that will cost $10,000,000. 
The electric plant will be set up at 
each stop for her convenience. 

For the first time in the history 
of the Nizam’s family the consort 
of the ruling Prince will travel 
“alone.” 

Her name is Dhulan Pasha Be- 
gum Saheba. She is an accom- 
plished poet and an expert weaver 
of silk material. Her hobby is the 
cultivation of roses. 

Her caravan will include 200 men 
and women. It will carry casks of 
spring water for the Begum Sahe- 
ba. 

She has made a special garment 
to wear at the shrine. It is woven 
of silk spun by silk worms in her 
own garden. Its border is of jew- 
els. It is valued at $50,000. 

In the caravan will be a number 
of peacocks. All the incense burned 
in the mosque must be wafted by 
fans of their feathers. It is be- 
lieved they possess the peculiar 
power of warding off evil spirits. 

A palace where the prophet is 
believed to have lived for a time 
has been secured in Mecca for the 
visitor. In its 200-acre garden her 
retinue will live in tents. It will 
be a city in miniature illumined at 
night by electricity.

It is safe to say that the atti- 
tude, which the sick child develops 
toward his illness and those with 
whom he has to live, will depend 
very largely upon the wisdom with 
which the whole situation is han- 
died in the home. If he becomes 
self-centered, domineering, demand- 
ing, critical and selfish, it is an in- 
dication that he ehas_ learned to 
utilize his illness in order to avoid 
responsibility and receive’ special | 
privileges. Frequently many of 
these undesirable personality traits 
and attitudes toward life cling to 
the child long after recovery has 
taken place. Many a life has been) 
marred by being built around some 
trivial incapacity following an ill- 
ness or an accident. On the other 
hand, illness has provided many an 
individual with the opportunity of 
building up the courage, confidence, | 
and fortitude that have proved in-| 
valuable in later life. 


If only parents can _ anticipate 
just what is likely to happen when | 
they are confronted with the deli-. 
cate task of managing the child. 
during sickness and convalescence | 
under new and trying conditions, |

ligion,, upon which man built his k 
structures of thought, action, inter- 
pretation and spiritual faith. 

The third era, born of a meeting 
currents of life, igs a 
fusion of both in the form of sci- 
ence, an effort to know the facts 
of the world and to learn how to 
use them for humanity. 

To these three steps, he argues, 
must now be added a fourth, a hu 
man providence, so to speak, added 
to Divince Providence, man work- 
ing with man, planning his life, us- 
ing all his facts and his faith. 

The taking of this step is long 
overdue, and the chaos of the world 
is the result, in which we have pov- 
erty in the midst of plenty, and 
misery and mutilation where there 
should be happiness. — 

We must first see that humanity 
is a unity, and that the good of the 
race as a whole does actually exist, 
At present we do not see that fact, a 
and so we go in many directions ae 
to no common end. } 

But once we do see that obvious 
fact, we can plan at first piecemeal, 
in small eras, then as nations, and 
finally in larger groups, working to- : 
ward wider and larger enterprises * 
of co-operation. 

It need not mean a world-state, 
in which local color and loyalty are 
bleached out in a bloodless fabric. 

Nor can it be done by force, but 
only by a practical fraternity of in- 
telligent free men. 

No doubt it seems far off at pres- 
ent, but that need not dismay us. 

It is not impossible; it is inevitable.
